able spirit of youth which spurred 
Bryce Cardigan to lead a forlorn 
kspe for the sake not of wealth bat 
«r an ideal. Hark, then, to this tale 
of Cardigan's redwoods ; 

Alon? the coast of California. 
Ibrougb the secret valleys and over 
lha tmslbled fMithflls of the C^ast 
range, extends a brtt tA ttaiber <tf 
an average width of thirty miles. In 
approadiing it from the (Irccon line 
die first tree looms suddenly against 
the horizon — an outpost, as it were, of 
^the host at^ giants whose column 
^rtfetches sonth nearly four hundred 
miles to where the last of the rear- 
guard maintains etemal sentry-go on 
the crest of the mountains overlooking 
Monterey bay. Far in the interior of 
the state, beyond the fertile San 
Joaquin valley, the allies of this vast 
army bold a small sector on the west 
«( the Sierras. 

are the redwood forests of. 
Galffomta. the only trees of their 
kind in the world and indigenous only 
to these two areas within tlie state. 
MstwMistandlng sixty years of attri- 
tion, there retnaln in this section of 
the redwood belt Ihyasnds upon 
thousands of acres of Thrgin timber 
tiiat had already attained a vigorous 
jpwwQi when Christ waa'cndfieQ. 

In sises ranging from five to twenty 
feet In diameter, the brown trunks 
rise perpendicularly to a height ef 
from ninety to a hund^vd and fifty 
feet before putting fMt||-a sfn^ 
Bmb, which frequently is more mas- 
dve than the growth which men call 
a tree in the forests of Michipan. 
Scattered between the giants, like 
snbjects around their king; one finds 
aoble fir, ^ruce, or pines, with some 
Talperalso five oak. black oak, pepper- 
Wood, niadroiie. yew. and cedar. 
Jolm Cardigan settled in Humboldt 
r, wliere the seqwria s euip e i 't li- 
I attains the pinnade of Ms glory, 
and wM Ae lust tat conquest hot In 
his blood, he filed upon a quarter- 
section of the timber almost on the 
aMta of Humboldt bAj — land upon 
<a4iidi a city subsequently -was tn^be 
hnllt. With his dduble-hitted aze SMl 
crosscut saw John Cardigan brou^t 
the first of the redwood giants crasb- 
Jag to the eai^.abeve ui4i^ \X had 
tovt'ered for twenty centuries, and in 
the form of split posts. raOroad ties, 
pickets, aa^ shakes, the fallen giant 
waa haaled to tidewatw hi oz-drawn 
wagons and shipped to San Francisco 
In the little two-masted coasting 
s^ooners of the period. Here, by the 
abominable magic of barter and trade, 
tree was transaiatod 



into dollars and cents ana retumea 
to Humboldt county to assist John 
Cardigan in his task of hewing , an 
empire out of a wilderness. ^ 

Time pa.s.«ed. J<dm Cardigan no 
longer swung as axe or dragged a 
cross-cut saw tfaroagira fallen red- 
wood. He was an employer of labor 
now, well known in San Francisco as 
a manufacturer of split-redwood prod 
ucts, the purchasers seeing theii 
own schooners for the cargo* And 
presently John Cardigan mortgaged 
all of bis timber holdings with a San 
Francisco hank, made a heap of his 
winnings, and like a true adventurer 
staked his aifl on a new y cn t a i c the 
first sawmill in Humboldt' county.

By 
to4norrow I shall have cut snlBeiettt 
timber to make a start First I shall 
build for my employees better homes 
than the rude shacks and tent-houses 
they now occupy; then I shall build 
myself a fine residence with six 
rooms, and the room that faces Mie 
bay shall be the parlor. When I can 
afford it, I shall build more houses. 
I shall encourage tradesmen to set up 
in bnshiess In Sequoia and to my cl^ 
I cdiall present a <Anrdi and a school- 
house. We shall have a volunteer fire 
department, and if God is good, I 
shall, at a later date, get out some 
long-length fir-timber and build a 
I schooner to freidit my lumber ^to 
I lu.-irket. And she shall have three 
■ masts instead of two, and carry balf 
a million f»'et of lumber instead of 
two hundred thousand. First, how- 
ever, I must build a steam tugboat to 
tow my schooner in and out over 
Humboldt bar. And after that— ah. 
well ! that^ la suir i de ii f for toe 
present" 

ITius did John Cardigan dream, and 
as he dreamed tie woriced. The city 
of Sequoia was'bom wltti the Argo- 
naut's ^fiix-room mansion of rough red- 
wood boards and a dozen three-room 
cabins with lean-to kitchens ; and the 
tradecqpeqpie came when J<dm Cardi- 
gan, with something of the largeness 
of his own redwood trees, gave them 
ground and lumber in order to en- 
courage the building of their eiit. r- 
prises. Also tlie dream of the school* 
house and the cburdi came trde, as 
did the steam tugboat aafflha jehewwT 
with three masts. 

At forty John Cardigan was younger 
than most men at thirty, i^UMt he 
worked fourteen himra a day, slept 
eif^I't, and consumed the reiuAining 
two at his meai.s.

If you watit to provide haudsoi;;ely 
for your aramlclftldren, you could not 
dp tetter tbMU to purcbase some f roat- 
mge on the ocean, whlA is of bo pres- 
ent value for wharfage or anything 
like that, but will give control of a 
considerable area of the sea, writes 
FBsderic J. Haskin in Cbicago Mews. 

For tbe sea 18 rapidly ^eeomlng val- 
uable. A caieful scientific lodk of a 
thousand years or so into the future, 
sodi as H. G. Wells to addicted to, 
would undoubtedly show men depoitd- 
Ing upon the sea as much as open the 
land. If not more, for the materials by 
wlUcli they live. Indeed it will be im- 
poMUe to sOpport tbe enormous pop- 
vlatlon of the fotore witbovt drawing 
heavily upon the ocean, which Is now 
a wilderness of preat wealth that mfti 
have just betrun to explore. 

Fish, of course, are the most olivlous 
and readily arailable product of the 
sea, and the oi^y one that we use to 
aay considei-able extent. And we u«e 
only a fraction of what we might. 
Tliere era wh<rie families of fishes that 
•re never candK. vast levels (tf the 
ocean swarmtae with life_that fisher- 
men have never reached. 

But the interesting new develop- 
ments are -not In obtaining food from 
♦he Kea, but Hie raw materials of in- 
dustzy, and fertillr.ers for apricnlture. 

^The DepartiiiiMit <>f Agricultitre. for 
example^ ha9 an experimental kelp- 
potash plant at Bvmra^fi^ Cal., 
which Is said already to have proved 
self-supporting. Not only the Inval- 
uable fertilizing element, potash. Is 
obtained, but also a number of by* 
ynNlpcts. indnditig iodine, omnmon 
ealt, ammonia and bleadiing carbon. 
TUs bleaching < arlxm was formerly 
fenported from Europe and sold for 
29 cents a pound, but has been pro- 
duced nt fldB plart at Iff cents a 
podnd.":ind is sraid to pay for its own 
production and iliat of the potash. 

Some nUrogeii, most precious ferti- 
Baer ef all. Is also recovered in the 
form of amwonfa. and a kind of tar, 
kelp oil and creosote M« minor by- 
products. 

Here is what promises to be a con- 
siderable indastxjr. with a variety of 
products, founded on a sinsle (dass of 

sea plant.9. And it has enormous re- 
sources to draw upon, for the giant 
kelp gro\A s in great groves all through 
tiie Pacific waters, and Is far richer 
In potash than the Allanfle' kelps, 
which have be<>n reduced by burning 

'in small quantities for some time. 

' A Norwieclan scientist has made an 
elaborate study of the sea water as 
a source of raw material for Norwe- 
gian industry, and he Is said to have 
sbpsm that it is practicable to ex- 
tracT metalUp macnesltmi from the sea 
Water on a comniercial scale, as well 
a.s gyi>suin, coniiiioii .salt and other 
mig^rals. 

All Minerals in. Solution; 
Yon must remember 4n this connec- 
tion that the sea water contains all 
minerals in .solution as an Inevitable 
result of the way the oceans were 
formed. The earth, according to the 
scientists, was orlfrlnally a Vot fncan- 
dt'S- ent mas.s of vffpor coiiiaininir atl 
the elements of which earlli, sea and 
atmosphere are now comjtosed. As it 
cooled, the earth formed in a molten 
Biaas, water formed and feB upon this 
in boiling torrents, making the was," 
which therefore liad all of tlie ele- 
ments in s(dution In them.

The s*?ar-i« a word, is a vast mass 
of raw m'a'erials uf all kinds— orgtnic 
and inorganic. It contains forests -and 
meadows, and vast quantities -ot Ufe.

It has also been pointed oat by 
scientists that a literally boundless 
source of potential power exists in the 
diBeceace.aC 'temperature between the 
surface of the sea water, lii the trop: 
ics, and the water nearer the bottom. 
Thus hi the tropics the surface water 
has a temperatui-e of from 80 to 85 
degrees Fahrenheit, while at a depth 
of 500 fatboms_tbe temperature is 
about 4(^ >legrees. The layman does 
not realize that in this difference of 
40 degrees lies a power that literally 
might move the world. Theoretical 
methods of utilizing It. by vaporizing 
and condensing a liquid, as Is d<me in 
a steam engine, have been worked 
out in great detail on paper, but as 
far as we can learn no one lias ever 
constructed tbe machinery . necessary 
to do the work. ' ' 

The sea, therefore, could support 
mankind with v^ry little help from 
the land. It could feed us and do our 
work and It could si^port an ehor- 
mous population. Bat the conquest 
of the sea is far-in the future. Man 
is far from having conquered the land, 
as yet He Is dominated and harried 
by. the very machines and' organiza- 
tions h^has boilt fw the murpose. 
He has hanies.«ed the forces «f na- 
ture, and yet he remains a driven 
slave hlms^. Until he has in some 
degree mastered and comprehended 
his own deeliay, he will probably con- 
'tinae te regard 43ie sea as a myst»y-

TURNED INTO TANK STEAMERS 



Cargo Carriers for Oil and Molasses 
Trade. 

A scai%ity of tank steamers in tbe 
oil vaA molasses-carrying trade has 

resulted In the conversion of seven 
of tbe Hog Island cyrgo carriers into 
tankers. Two of the converted ships 
have already hud tbe necessary work 
done aind are now operating from Gulf 
ports with excellent re"ords. They 
are the Kishaciiuillas and tlie Inspec- 
tor. The foimer vessel recently es- 
tabUshe«^ a new record toe three trips 
between Matagsas and^ Mobile and 
New Orleans, carrying 25,670 tons of 
molasses. ' 

The five other vessels which are be- 
ing converted Into tank steamers for 
the on trade are the Ifanatawny, 
Catahoula, Carrabulle and Cassimir. 
They are now having longtludinal 
bulk-heads installed and the necessary 
angles and swash plates placet^ to en- 
able them to carry erode oU. The 
work is l)eing done at the Globe Ship- 
building company's plant, Baltimore. 

The shipping board sold the vessels, 
at a price said to be $184 per dead- 
weight ton, the owners receiving 7,825 
dead-weight ton tanker, delivery being 
made in about one month's time, about 
five weeks being reqoircd to make Uie 

changes. *

lilile wild son would run away ta the 
Jungle. 

Mr. Baker visited the man's hut to 
see the -'wUd chUd^U and found there 

a boy about seven, naked, who ran 
about on all f&urs like a small animal. 
At tlio sifrht of the stran^rer the child 
sniffed abont him and i iided by bolt- 
iut' on all fount to his fatlJer, hacking 
l)etween his leg.s like an animal eutcu'- 
Inji a burrow. The child was ahnvst 
Mind, suflViin;.: from cataracts, aiijl his 
head was covered with tiny scars and 
scratches. 

Tile father's story is that when tiie 
hoy was tvyo years old a female leop- 
ard had come upon the child and moth- 
er In a rlco^ fiedd. snatched the baby 
from the mother and bounded away 
into the Jungle. A search was insti- 
tuted, but no trace of the child eould 
be foimd. Thrt^e years later sports- 
men tracked a leopard to her lair and 
Wiled her. There they captured two 
cubs and the child, who had apparent- 
ly been reared with the leopard's Ut- 
ter. The parents identified the child 
and their d^lm was admitted by the 
wfaifle TlUflge. 

When flrfi caught the child bit and 
fought with everyone who came near 
him and seized any village fowls 
that he could capture, devouring them 



savagely. He ran about alf fours 
with extraordinary rapidity, and his 
knees '^d harQ callouses on them, 
M^Ue his toes remained uflriglil, ifl- 
m<wt at right angles to the instep. 
Latei be learned to eat cooked food, 
consented to sleep in his father's hut, 
and seemed to know the villagers by 
sense of txuS\. •
